day’s Accident—A New Gevernor fer Fin- 
land—The Czar Organizing a Grand Hunt

Lonpon, May 26.— Baron Stumm, the 
„King“ of the St. Johanne mines and faco- 
tories in the Saar districts, has recently been 
having long conferences with Baron Ber- 
lepsch, the new German Minister of Trade 
and Commerce. Baron Stumm, in his own 
interest, and in the interests of his class, is 
seeking to interest the Minister of Commerce 
ina reactionary sense. He is, in common 
with many other mine owners, greatly dis- 
satisfied with the new social reform plans of 
the Government and is bringing all 
the pressure in his power upon Berlepsch 
to change the contemplated order of things. 
Stumm has the support of the notorious mine 
director, Barre, at Essen, and both these men 
haye had until recently some little influence 
with those in power. The present Govern- 
ment, however, inspired directly, as it is, by 
the young and enthusiastic Emperor, will 
hardly be at the bidding of these men and the 
working classes seem at last to be near eman- 
cipation from this most repellant tgpe of fac- 
tory and mine barons. Herr Klamoreth, a 
large factory owner at Halbertadt, has 
devoted 300,000 marks to the establishment of 
a fund for aiding merchants in distrese. 

DEATH OF A VETERAN. 

A few days ago there died at one of the hos- 
vitals in Berlin the last surviving veteran of 
the wars of 1813-1815. His name was Lange. 
He was born in 1791 and served in the Carolath 


regiments, 
A TEN-THOUSAND YEAR CLOCK. 


Herr Noll, living at Berlingen in the Black 
Forest, after five years’ patient and arduous 
labor, has constructed a wonderful clock, 
which he considers surpasses in marvelous- 
nessall clocks of ancientor modern times. 
This timepiece is warranted to go without 
stopping and without winding tin midnight 
of the year 9999, practically a ten-thousand 
year clock. On its dial, besides the time of 
day, itshows years, seasons, months, weeks, 
days, festivals and sun and moon changes. 
Itis not known what guarantee its maker 
gives of the ‘works sustaining the wear and 
tear of so longa period, but he evidently has 
full faith in his product, and demands 50,000 
marks for it.

THE EMPEROR INJURED. 


BERLIN, May 26.—Notwithstanding that it 
was at first supposed that the Emperor had 
sustained no injury by jumping from his 
carriage while driving with the Prince of 
Sane-Meningen yesterday, it is now an- 
nounced that his Majesty’s right foot was 
sprained. His injuries are so severe that he 
is confined to his apartments in the palace. 

GERMAPY AND ENGLAND. 

The Emperor William in his projected visit 
to England will be accompanied by Chancel- 
lor Von Caprivi, who will take occasion to as- 
sure the British Premier of Germany's con- 
tinued friendship for her Majesty’s govern- 
ment. 

QUEEN VICTORIA’S BIRTHDAY BANQUET. 

On the conclusion of Saturaay’s banquet at 
the palace in honor of the birthday of Queen 
Victoria,the Kaiser held the British Embassa - 
dor in conversation for three-quarters of an 
hour. Itis supposed the conference related 
to African affairs. 


Russia. 


Lonpon, May 26.—Gen. Von der Roop, form- 
erly Governor-General of Odessa, has been 
designated as successor to Count Heiden in 
the governorship of Finland. Roop is brutally 
severe, byper- orthodox and thoroughly Rus- 
sian. Tite poor Finlanders have nota delight- 
ful prospect before them, as doubtless under 
their new Governor’s rule they will be de- 
prived of many of their constitutional priv- 
lleges. 

AN IMPERIAL HUNT. 

The Czar proposes to hold a large hunt- 
ing party in Poland during September. 
Tune hunt will extend over four weeks, 
and great preparations have been made 
tor it. The imperial master of the 
bunt has had the stock counted, the result 
showing that the preserve contains 450 deer, 
260 elks, 264 stags, 540 aurocks and 660 boars. 

WILL VISIT DENMARK. 

It is expected that the Czar and Czarina will 
arrive In Copenhagen at the end of July. The 
King of Denmark will return from Wiesbaden 
to receive and entertain his roya! guests. 

KAISER WILHELM. 

The German Emperor has fixed his sojourn 
in Russia to extend not over a week, and will 
confine his visits to those towns only which 
are included in the manouvers.

THE NEWFOUNDLAND TROUBLES. 

Sr. JOHNS, N. F., May 26.—A crisis in the 
quarrel on the so-called French shore of New- 
toundland may soon be reached. Maddened 
by the neglect of the English Government and 
the increasing incursions of the French, the 
unfortunate fisherman of the west coast are 
banding together ta maintain their rights. 
Under the modus vivéndi recently arrived at 
between the English and French governments 
the captains of the war vessels of either coun- 
try are invested with jurisdiction over the 
fishermen on the French shore, and 
it is claimed that the French are taking 
advantage of this power to forcibly expel 
Newfoundlanders from their own bays and 
harbors. A French war vessel entered St. 
George's Bay, drove out the Newioundland 
fishing schooneérg and confiscated their nets. 
Naturally, the Most intense excitement exists 
and everywhoré fishermen are arming to pro- 
tect their * inte ata mit French ageres- 
sions. Her Mafeaty’s sloop-of-war Emerald 
has been ordered to the spot. The general 
feeling is that while the confiscation may not 
in itself precipitate a confilct between the 
Islanders and their oppressors, it represents 
the first link in the chain of aggressions on 
the part of the French that must ultimately 
end in an appeal to arms. )

Oklahoma Town Site Act. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has written a letter of instruc- 
tions to Registers and Receivers of the United 
States Land Offices in Oklahoma, interpreting 


and carrying Into effect the Oklahoma town 
site act, approved May 14, 1890. This act the 
Secretary construes te apply as well tothe 
public land strip as to that por- 
tion of the territory opened to settlement by 
the President's proclamation of April 22, 
1889. Pertaining to a more extended series of 
instructions which will soon be promulgated, 
the Secretary directs as follows: ‘‘Parties 
interested in any town site shall prepare 
and you shall receive and preserve 
without filing until the trustees 
appointed shall be prepared to act, the re- 
quests for the entry of the lands included in 
any particular town site, with proof as pre- 
scribed in town site circular of July 9, 1888, 
subdivision 3, so far as applicable under sec. 
2827 of the Revised Statutes with 
a duly authenticated plat of sur- 
vey of the land, streets, alleys, 
squares, blocks and lots, if any, already made 
ythe inhabitants thereof, and if not that 
act to be stated. If proof and plat of survey 


have already been made and forwarded, the“ 


now called for may refer 
to the fact and date of transaction 
without renewing tbe papers 80 pre- 
viously forwarded. Upon the receipt of the 
application and the otber papers that may 
be submitted you, you will forward them to 
this office for further action with your opinion 
thereon. Bythe first section of the act of 
May 14 you will perceive that the trustees 
when appolnted may approve the survey al- 
ready made by the inhabitants ard thus save 
— time, or under the instructions of the 
cretary of the * the trustees may 
make the survey of the land into streets, 
alleys, squares, blocks and lots when neces- 
sary.

The Heuse Membership. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—There have 
been the largest number of vacancies in the 
present House ofany House of Representa- 
tives that has assembled since the close of the 
war. There are now sitting in the House 


nineteen members who were not elected to it 
when the Congress was chosen in Novem- 
ber, 1888, and there are still two 
vacancies to be filled, occasioned by the death 
of Representative Wilbur of New York and 
the advancement of Representative Carlisle 
tothe Senate. The death rate ofthe Fifty- 
first Congress has been unprecedented. Three 
hundred and twenty-five members were 
elected to it in November, 1888, and now 
nine of that number are dead, and 
the successors of all but one of them are in 
Congress.

Inview of what 
has occurred I would suggest thatI be given 
an opportunity to consult with Mr. Mudd 
and we may beable to suggest a time that 
will be sufficient for Mr. Vail to secure coun- 
sel and prepare his case.

Thutended the proceedings for the day, 
Vail turned to where his mothersat and kissed 
her, and sat down by her until the Sheriff 
tapped him on the shouider and took him 
back to the prisoner’s room. 

Mr. McDonald took his seatin a jury chair 
and when he was asked whether he was out of 
the Vail case altogether he said: 

‘*‘T have withdrawn.’’ 

‘if Vailusks you to act as his attorney will 
you go back?’’ 

J have withdrawn.’’ 

That answer indicates the character of this 
action on the part of the defense. It is under- 
stood by everyone to be nothing buta desper- 
ate play, a resort to the last extreme for time, 
and only that. From the first, and unt the 
case was called on May 5, the defense has 
been loudly demanding and insisting upona 
speedy trial. They have said that the prose- 
cution was delaying, was holding an 
innocent man in jail and -.refusing 
him a chance to prove his innocence, and yet 
when that opportunity occurred, and the 
prosecution announced itself ready, the de- 
fense not only fought to the last extreme for a 
delay of months, but resorted toavery un- 
usual measure to secure time. When it is 
remembered thatin spite of the demana of 
the defense for a speedy trial Vail now dis- 
closes that Ye would rather stay in jail all 
summer than go to trial now, the defense 
makes an admission which will count very 
much against the accused.

Seventy-six correspondents of the State 
Board of Agriculture report that the warm 
weather of the latter partof last week has 
greatly improved the appearance of 
the spring crops and that corn 
is being rapidly planted in the southeast. 


Wheat in the western half of the State is look- 
ing well but in the central and southern por- 
tions ot the eastern half considerable cheat is 
reported. The Texas oat louse is doing much 
damage to oats in Franklin, Jefferson, Ste. 
Genevieve and Cape Girardeau Counties, The 
cold weather of last week checked the growth 
of corn, but the last few warm days has 
started it to growing. The following are sum- 
maries of the reports by counties:

Mrs. Katie Boardman, Who Writes a 
Letter Admitting the Charges He Makes 
Against Her—The Saddest Day of the 
Term—An Injunction Against the Bur- 
Ungton— Legal Notes. 


Twenty-two applications for divorce were 
on Judge Dillon’s divorce docket this morn- 


ing on the opening of court, and six 
on Judge Withrow’s docket. It will 
require two days’ time to pass on 


them as only three decrees were granted 
when court adjourned for recess. The third 
case on the docket was that of Henry Board- 
man against Katie Boardman, in which he 
was represented by Rufus J. Delano. The 
history ofthis case makes the saddest story of 
any case set for trial to-day. Its details are 
familiar to the public. The granting 
of a decree to Mr. Boardman. was 
the last act which completely wrecked 
twohomes whichup tolast February were 
apparently as happy as any could be. Mr. 
Boardman was married September 3, 1877, and 
for several years past his family and that of 


Mr. Oscar H. Roessell were on the 
friendliest of terms. Mrs. Boardman 
and Mr. Roessell became fascinated 
with each other and in February 


27, last, they eloped. They left a letter and 
in it explained the situation, saying they were 
aware of whatthe result would be and how 
their act would ruin the happiness of two 
homes, but they could not help it. Mr. 
Boardman traced the couple to New York and 
following them found them living as man 
and wife at 317 West Twenty-second street 
with a Mrs. F. D. Rosecrans. Mrs. Boardman 
consented to return to this city, and, after re- 
turning her to her father, Mr. Boardman en- 
tered suit for divorce. Since then Mrs. Board- 
man has gone toa Western city, but before 
leaving wrote her husband a letter admitting 
the charges made in his petition and accepting 
$100 as alimony. The case was tried very 
quietly. Mr. Boardman told the story in brief, 
the letters were read and the family physi- 
cian, the servant girland Mr. Thornburgh, 
of Platt & Thornburgh, testified as to the 
good character of Mr. Boardman and the man- 
ner in which he treated his wife and children. 
On this Judge Dillon granted the decree, and 
awarded Mr. Boardman the custody of his 
two littie children. 

Mrs. Emma E. Conever was divorced from 
William Conever, to whom she was married 
in Dayton. O., October 18, 1877, and was 
grantec the custody of her son, 6 years of 
age. She says her husbund deserted her in 
comes 1886, and she has not heard from him 
since. 

Johann Ott was divorced from Lina Ott, 
whom he married March 6, 1886, in this city. 
He said she abused and cursed him spent his 
money, ran around at night with other men 
and committed adultery. on learning she 
was false to him he left her in April, 1888.

W. Duke by Judge Withrow on the allegation 
thathe deserted her. She was married in 
Putnam County, W. Va., December 27, 1874, 
and lived with her husband until October, 
1883, when he absented himself and fFretired to 
Jasper County, Mo., where he All. lives. 
Three children were born of the marriage, 
now 14, ll and 10 years of age. 

Mrs. Rese Woodlock, with John I Martin as 
attorney, was divorced from Andrew Wood- 
lock by Judge Withrow, with restoration of 
her maiden name of Seiffert. She was mar- 
ried Julyl1l, 1881, and her husband deserted 
her November 11, 1884. 

Rose Ott entered suit for divorce against

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THE FIFTIETH ANNUAL SESSION TO BEGIN 
AT CHRIST CHURCH TO-MORROW. * 


Steps to Be Taken forthe Separation of the 
Diccese of Missouri—The Ceremony of 
Consecrating Christ’s Church Cathedral 
~The Order of Special Services fer the 
Week—The Work Before the Convention. 


The fiftieth annual convention of the Diocese 
ot Missouri of the Episconal Church will open 
at the Christ Ohurch Cathedral to-morrow 
morning at 10 0’clock. Rt. Rev. D. 8. Tuttle, 
Bishop of the Diocese, will vreside, and Mr. 
John R. Triplett of this city will be the Secre- 
tary. There will be sixty or seventy clergy- 
men and between 100 and 150 lay delegates 
in attendance. Besides being the sem!i-cen- 
tennial ofthe diocese it will be its last con- 
vention as itis at present organized, for it is 
to be formally divided into two separate dio- 
ceses. One will contain the Eastern counties 
of the State and St. Louis will continue to be 
the see city of it, while the other, which will 
embrace the counties In the Western part of 
the State, will have Kansas City as its see city. 
At the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America, held last October at New 
York, consent was given to divide 
the diocese, and the necessary steps to com- 
plete this division will be taken at the con- 
vention which opens to-morrow and atthe 
convention of the new dioceseto be held at 
Kansas City next week, commencing on Tues- 
day. About the only work the convention 
here will have todo in connection with the 
separation of the present diocese into two 
dioceses will be the dividing of funds. The 
moneys to be divided will be the fund 
for the support of the  Episcopate, 
the theological educational fand—being 


a fund to be used in educating clergymen— 
andthe pension fund for aged and infirm 
clergymen. These funds will be divided into 
equal parts and the present diocese will re- 
tain half of each fund and the new diocese 
receive half. The division was determined 
upon at the annual convention of the dioceses 
held here last May, and was ratified by the 
ee: copvention of the church held in New 

ork City in October.

This will occur the 
first thing to-morrow morning. Under thé 
laws of the Episcopal Church no edifice can 
ve consecrated unless it iseutirely free from 
debt and once it is consecrated it can never 


again 80 into debt, 80 that 
u church must be very sound 
financially to be consecrated. Although 


Christ Church has been free from debt for 
several years and eligible for consecration no 
steps have ever been taken until now to have 
the services performed. A year agoit was 
made a cathedral, and the congregation then 
concluded to have itconsecreted. The con- 
secration services will de as follows:

THE CONFIRMING POWER. 


SPECULATION AS TO HOW THE ICOUNCIL 
WILL ACT: 


The Appointment of Secretary Brennan to 
Bucceed Commissioner Burnet Still a 
Leading Topic of Discussion—Extensive 
Street Improvements—The Junketing 
Members ef the Assembly—City Hall 
Notes. 


The Council will meet to-morrow evening, 
but itis not expected that Secretary Bren- 
nan’s nomination for the vacant street com- 
missionership will come up for consideration. 


Four members of the Cougell are 
absent from the city and jone of 
them, Mr. Vogel, is the Chairman of 
the Committee on Public Imp ements, 


to which the nomination has been referred. 
The City Hall officials and politicians gener- 
ally are speculating on the probable action of 


the Councilon the appointment, and while 
many who claim to have inside in 
formation say it will be confirmed, 
still there are as many more who 


proclaim with as much emphasis that it will 
be rejected. There are but three Democrats 
in the Council and oniy two are relied upon 
to vote for confirmation. It Is essential to se- 
cure Republican votes to obtain the confirma- 
tion, and to this end Mr. Brennan’s friends are 
now bending all their energies. It is claimed 
that Republican members have been promised 


some of the large and well-paying patronage | 
of the department to support the Mayor’s ap- 
pointee, but Secretary Brennan says this re- 
port is not at all true. There isa feeling of 
uneasiness among the Street Depart- 
ment employes growing out of the 
reports in circulation during the past 
few days, that the new commissioner 


of his confirmation. The interest in the 
nomination is widespread among the city 
employes and politicians, and for that reason 
the action of the Council will be watched by 
many. It is not considered probable though 
that the nomination will de reported by the 
committee before next Friday. 


Extensive Street Improvements. 


At the meeting ofthe Board of Public Im- 
provements to-morrow, Assistantand Acting 
Superintendent Rauschenbach of the Street 
Department, will recommend the adoption of 


twenty-four ordinances providing for the 
construction of aas many new streets 
and alleys. Of these, the ordinance 
forthe improvement of Cabanne place be- 
tween Belt and Goodfellow avenues is con- 
sidered about the most important. The im- 
provements proposed will cost in the 
neighborhood of $16,000. 

A hearing will also be asked on propositions 
for the reconstruction of some thirty-five 
streets and alleys, including Grand avenue 
between Easton avenue and the Fair Grounds 
which it is proposed to reconstruct with wood 
blocks. Ifa majority of the interested prop- 
erty owners do not oppose these propositions 
ordinances will be presented to the assembly 
authorizing the work. Inthe last session of 
the assembly most of the bills providing for 
granite reconstruction were pigeon-holed by 
the House Committee on Public Improve- 
ments, then presided over and dominated to 
avery large extent by Delegate Grassmuck. 
The Board of Public Improvements wanted 
the ordinances passed and strongly 
urged the House to pass the bills on the 
ground that the streets named in the ordin- 
ances were badly in need of reconstruction. 
Grassmuck is no longer at the head of the 
Improvements Committee and is believed that 
the present session will not display as much 
hostility to granite reconstruction as the last, 
at least that is the the hope of President Bur- 
nett and the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements generally. 


President Burnet’s Plan. 


President Burnet of the Board of Public Im- 
provements will recommend at the meeting of 
the board to-morrow a chéap and simple pian 
for designating the names of the streéts, so 
that the inconvenience caused by the removal 
of the street-lamps may be removed as far as 
possible. He proposes to place signboards 
on the poles ofthe Municipal Electric Light- 
ing Co., which has the city contracts, at 
every corner in the city, with the names 
of the intersecting streets painted on both 


sides in large letters and in such a 
manner as to distinguish one from 
the other. The electric light will 
be of sufficient strength to make 


the letters perceptible on the darkest nights. 
A numberof persons who claim to have de- 
veloped plans for designating the streets in a

A Curious Custem ia Iceland. 


From the New York Ledger. 

There is an old ceremony in Iceland of show- 
ing civilities to strangers prevalent in the re- 
mote rural districts. It is thatthe ladies o: 
the house shall pull off the trousers of the 


fatigued and disconsolate travelers. The the- 
ory is that, as the rain may be expected to be 
always falling, the trousers must be wet at 
bedtime, and as the regular day’s pony ride is 
about forty miles the adventurer from other 
lands should be exceedingly weary, and in 
need of gentle encouragement and assistance. 
It is thought, therefore, that it is nothing but 
an act of politenéss and true concern for the 
welfare of the veler that the most agree- 
able person in the house should undress his 
legs. I may add that there is not among the 
Icelanders who perform this solemn rite the 
remotest suspicion that there is any indeli- 
cacy inthe performance. Itis related of the 
most pious and famous missionary who ever 
visited the island, Henderson, who distrib- 
uted Bibles throughout the island fifty years 
ago, that this business of pulling off his 
trousers was a sad embarrassment to him, 
and somewhat prevented the development of 
his vital plety. He could not refuse to accept 
the hospitality of the good people among 
whom he distributed the Good Book, for 
which they were grateful in the extreme, 
and he finally managed A com- 
promise and systematized it. fle in- 
sisted upon first rolling himself ina bianket 
andtben upon unharnessing himself as to 
suspenders and waistband, andthen and not 
tillthen heallowed the ladies to seize the 
offending garment by the straps (which he 
uniformly wore to keep his trousers legs down 
when riding) and pull them off. So while 
they took the trousers in triumph he spared 
his modesty allthe rudeness of the terrivie 
shocks that would otherwise have been in- 
flicted. This philosophical and ingenious 
minister published a large volume about his 
troubles in Iceland, and the story ne tells 
about his trouble with his trousers is very 
droll and In fact is quite pathetic and pro- 
fusely garnished with pious reflections. 


Growth of England’s Population. 


From the London Spectator. 
The increase ofthe population of England 
and Wales is still very rapid. According to 


the statistics for 1889, just published by the 
Registrar General, the births in that year 
were 885,179, and the deaths 517,968, an in- 
crease of 867,211 within the twelve months, 
without allowing for immigration. That is a 
good solid colony added the population 
every year. Thetotal number now exceeds 
29,000,000, or six timesthe population of Ire- 
land, which was once much more than haif 
our own. The births of men exceed those of 
women by 16,411, so that the disproportion 
between the sexes in favor of women is due 
entirely to emigration and occupations 
abroad. But for these intervening causes the 
number of the sexes would be nearly equal, 
the excess of male deaths being more than 
fourteen thousand. At the present rate of 
increase the population of England and Wales 
will in 1970 be at least sixty mililonse—rather a 
formidable prospect if it were certdin that 
the rates would keep steady. There is, how- 
ever, no certainty of the kind.

From the Indianapolis News. 
Our farmer friends who may rejoice in the 
„home market ‘‘secured’’ to our manu- 
facturers may like to know how it works. 


Here are some examples: In the home mar- 


ket’’ $11 is the price of a hoe cultivator; the 
same from the same American manufacturer 
the foreigner gets for $8.40. Shovels in the 
home market, $9.20 a dozen; furnished to 
the foreigner at $7.86. Axes that cost the 
American $7.76 a dozen are put on the for- 
eign market at $6.75. Kettles, home price, 
$1.40; foreign, 8 cents. Clothes-wripgers, $40 
a dozen here; $36 for the pauper washer- 
women of Europe. For post-hole diggers the 
American pays $15 a dodgen; the foreigner, 
$12.38. A circular saw foreigner buys 
fromthe American manufacturer for $25.55; 
the American in the home market’’ pays 
$30. And so on.

THE ANTI-LOTTERY LeaGue SECURES SOME 
DA MAGING KVIDENCE.

The Senate Weakening and the Prospects of 
the Passage of the Foster Resolution, 
Ordering an Investigation, Growing 
Brighter—The Big Pay Offered a Lawyer 
for Drawing Up a Charter—The Situa- 
tion, 


Fv Telerraph to the Post-NDrapaTon. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 26.—Senator Barrow of 
West Feliciana Parish died yesterday. He 
was a pronounced lottery man. The antis 
will elect a Senator in his place. Senator W. 
J. Behan of New Orleans leaves to-morrow 
for Richmond, Va., tor the Lee Monument 
unveiling ceremonies and report says he will 
go from thereto Europe. This reduces the 
Senate to thirty-four, and both of these va- 
cancies are votes against the bill according to 
the constitution, as it requires two-thirds.of 
a full Senate to pass it. Six Senators hereto- 
fore counted for the lottery are wavering and 
will vote for the Foster resolution to investi- 
gate the bribery charge against the 
lottery. These votes added to the twelve 
prononnced anti-lottery Senators will carry 
it. The antis have in their possession a letter 
from one Barroe, a paid agent of the lottery, 
to Rey. John Franklin, member of the House 
from Vernon Parish, offering him §$2,0v0for the 
ostensible purpose of bulidingachurch and 
Masonic lodge, and inviting him to come to 
New Orieans to arrang@m; also offering to pay 
his traveling expenses both ways, The letter 
is dated April 24, three weeks before the 
meeting of the Legislature. They 


also have another case where John 
A. Morris employed alawyer who is a mem- 
ber ofthe Legisiature, a short while before 
the session, to draw up a charter, for which 
service the charge is $25, and upon completion 
of the work sent him a check for $3,000, which 
the gentleman promptly returned, and then 
refused to permit Mr. Morris to pay him any- 
thing. These facts perhaps show why the 
resolution to investigate bribery is being so 
vigorously foucht. 
THE FINAL EFFORT. 

The lottery company is now gathering its 
forces for a final desperate onslaught 
on the devoted band of Representa- 
tives in the General Assembly who 
are standing up for the cause of the peo- 
ple and honest government. Headed by their 
chief, the lottery forces were early in the 
field at the Capitol and boasted of their power 
to sweep all before them. But they have 
found inthe House a minority composed of 
some of the best and truest Democrats in 
Louisiana, organized and determined to de- 
feat what they regard as the most dangerous 
measure ever presented for the consideration 
of a legislative body in this State. 

The lottery cohorts were driven back in con- 
fusion in the first attack, and no longer boast 
ownership of the Legisiature. The champions 
of the people hold the citadel and are well 
equipped for the fight. They have now to 
withstand the siege which bas been laid, and 
maintain unto the end of the last day of the 
session the trust which is in their custody. 

JOHN A. MORRIS 
is on the ground in person and is directing his 
force with ull the sbrewdness and vigor that 


he commands, and is bringing to bear every- 
thing that can have the remotest influence on 
members. All manner of arguments are 
used, all manner of persuasion and induce- 
ments dre put forward and offered and the 
pressure is becoming heavier and heavier 
now every day;afactthat shows the strain 
upon the nerves of the institution is becoming 
heavier than its managers had calculated in 
the outset, and thatthey are now engaged in 
a desperate effortto bring out a two-thirds 
vote at an early date, but so far their active 
demonstrations have had no effect on the op- 
ponents of the lottery. 

The bold and unblushing lobbying of the 
agents of this concern on the very floors of 
legisiation and the further presence of the 
millionaire manager of this worst of all mo- 
nopolies is fast becoming nauseating to all 
fair-minded people, and many who have 
heretufore been disposed to look on this mat- 
ter of rechartering the lottery with indiffer- 
ence are now outspoken in their opposition 
to it, and say that if the eyes of the good peo- 
ple of ali the State could see what ‘bey see at 
the capital of Louisiana they would at once 
condemn in unmeasured terms the proposi- 
tion to extend the charter of this 
institution. On all be 
heard the inquiry: does 
the head of this institution find it necessary 
to go to the Capitol with an army of lobby- 
ists if its cause isa just one and its objects so 
poilanthropic?’’ They argue that if it will 
be ofsuch immense benefit to the State the 
people's representatives are intelligent 
enough to act for their constituents without 
so much button-holing, so much dining and 
wining at Mortis“ private rooms, where it is 
suspected the strongest arguments in favor of 
the recharter are made.

ON METHODISM AMONG THE CHINESE 


.A Mongolian Delegate tothe M. E. Conference 
Tells of His Trials in Introducing the 
Gospel in China—A Physician for Both 
Body and Sou!—St. Leais Indorsed as a 
Home for Chinamen. 


HE announcement for 
the religious services 
at Central Union 
Church last night was 
that the Rev. ©. K. 
Marshall, a delegate 
to the conference of 
| the M. E. Church, 
f South, would address 
the people. It may even have been said he was 
from China, but no one supposed him to bea 
real Mongolian. Early in the evening a small 
blackboard was stood on end at the corner of 
the church on which was printed with colored 
chalk, ‘‘Hear the Chinaman Preach the Gos- 
pel.- Seats Free. Itattracted the attention 
ot the idle and the curious and the church 
began to fill. By 7:45, wnen the preliminary 
song service commenced, the house was well 
filled and by 8 o’clock every seat was taken. 
About a dozen Chinamen came in and were 
given seats in a buhch weil up to the front. 
After the usual préiiminaries the reverend 
Celestial in his curious garb and long queue 
arose and in a deep musical bass voice read a 
chapter from the scriptures, His enunciation 
was distinct and Le read the lines with splen- 
did intelligence, bringing out the salient 
points with firm emphasig. Another song 
was sung by the choir, and then the China- 
man announced his text. It was St. John xv., 
12, 13, 14, and had to do with love. The word 
love, be said, was high and above all other 
words, the greatest of words. That 
for which it stood was not to be 
explained in a few words. He bad a great 
friend whom he wanted to bring around and 
introduce. He was a great man, a good man, 
and ob, how he loved him. He would do any- 
thine for him. After an allusion to the life of 
St. Paul he told a number of 
ANECDOTES OF HIS MINISTRY 
among the heathen. He told of tne dimeul- 
ties attending the attempt to establish a sta- 
tion six miles from Soo Chow. How he prof- 
ited by the opium vice to secure a house, the 
landiord, his wife and son being inveterate 
smokers and having no money with which to 
purchase it. He didn’t like to encourage the 
habit, but there wasno other way. After se- 
curing the quarters and making arrange- 
ments to proceed the landiord came to him 
and on hisknees begged him to restore the 
roperty.

PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 


The Morning Sessioh Devoted to Reports 
on Sunday School Work, 


SARATOGA, N. Y., May 26.—At this morning’s 
session of the Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly, after the approval of minutes, the report 
of the Committee on Synodical Records was 
read. These were mostly approved. The 
assembly, in approval of an overture from 
Wisconsin Synod, reaffirmed its deliverance 
of 1870 in favor of retaining the reading of the 


Bible in common schools. The report of the 
Standing Committee on Publigation wus deliv- 
ered by its Chairman, Dr. ard Crosby. 
lie thought that funday-school books and 
lesson heips and denominational helps were 
well done, whatever anyone-may allege as to 
the business management. They have organ- 
ized 1,189 new schools with 4,542 teachers and 
88,836 scholars; 109 schools, besides these, 
have been organized in consequence of the 
offer of the board to supply hymn books, les 
gon helps and Bibles to anyoue establishing a 
new bunday-school. Missionaries have visit- 
ed 2,616 Sunday- schools, 22.590 families and 
traveled 302,493 miles. There has been mucha 
advantage, direct and Indirect, from the work 
of the board, whose laborious  fidel- 
ity is worthy of all praise. Res- 
olutions were offered . approving this 
work and recommending Phat it consider the 
expediency of publishing Sunday-school 
helps and literature in the German and Scan- 
dinavian languages. Pending a motion that 
the report be adopted, leave was given to 
Dr. Worden, the Superintendent of Sunday- 
school work, tO maké a statement. He said 
the business department receives nothing 
from tbe contributions in Sunday-schools for 
Sunday-school mission work, but, on the 
contrary, gives over $100,000 to the mission- 
ary department. 

A question: Does not the business depart- 
ment sell its issues to the Missionary Depart- 
ment? 

Answer: Yes, but atthe price at which the 
most favored purchaser gets them. It gives 
two-thirds of its profits tothe Sunday-school 
and Misssonary Department. Allthe money 
you give proes to establish new schools. 

Dr. Craven, the Secretary of the Board al- 
luded to the criticisms of the special Commit- 
tee of Investigation, but as this was referred 
to another special committee, he thought it 
would be improper for him to say anything 
about it. He dwelt principuily upon the ad- 
vantages of the editorship given to periodi- 
cals and books, the improvement of Sunday- 
school methods, the missionary work done by 
aid of the board through its publications and 
its colporteurs, at home and abroad.

THE CALL FOR ASCHOOL BOARD MEETING 
SIGNED BY MR- MILLER. 


The Meeting to Be Held Thursday Evening 
and te Be for the Bole Object of Seitling 
the Tax Quertion—The Agreement by 
Which the Factions Come Together—The 
State Convention and the Chances of 
Candidates. | 


The School Board will meet Thursday night 
and pass the annual tax levy by a vote of the 
yegality of which there can be no question.

rected to call said meeting to order and then 
name achairman pro tem. who shall exciu- 
tively preside atsaid meeting by agreement 
of ali parties. 

In pursuance of the aforesaid agreement we 
calla special meeting for date above men- 
tioned. HvuGO AULER, 

O. F. MILLER, 
RICHARD BARTHOLDT. 


It was erroneously stated in a morning paper 
tbat Mr. Miller had not and would not sign 
the agreement. Sucha course on his part 
might have invalidated the whole school tax 
levy, and Mr. Miller did not desire to take any 
such responsibility. There was nothing to be 
lost by him signing it,and to do so was to pro- 
tect the interests ot the schools. The fight 
for prestige.inthe Board is put in abeyance 
by the agreement.

HAS REASON TO COMPLAIN, 


A St. Louisan subjected to Outrageous 


Treatment in Kansas City. 


Mr. Joseph A. Dowdall, a brokerof this 
city, residing at 3112 Brantner place, has a 
very poor opinion of Kansas city, and says he 
will give the city by the Kaw a wide berth in 
the future. Mr. Dowdall gives an explanation 
for his dislike of that city which Indicates that 
he was subjected to some rough usage there. 


Mr. Dowdall says that he was in Kansas 
City a few days ago and incompany with his 
little boy took a ride out to Wyandotte, Kan., 
on the El Road. When he returned the gate- 
keeper at the depot demanded acheck which 
every passenger is supposed to receive 
from the conductor when he pays 
his fare. This is the check system 
used by the company to keep the conductors 
from making more than their salaries. Mr. 
Dowdall, it appears, did not receive such a 
check when he paid bis fare, and not under. 
standing the company’s check system re- 
sented the action of the uniformed employe 
in refusing to allow himto pass through the 
gate. When he tried to force his way through 
a police officer was called by the gate keeper 
and they compelled him to remain some 
forty minutes. His boy it appears 
told bim that he had received such a 
check but not thinking it was the pass 
to get out of the depot, or of any other value, 
threw it out ofthe window. Mr. Dowdall was 
not permitted to pass out of the vate until 
the boy pald 5 cente for the check thrown 
away. This was a compromise asthe gate 
keeper first demanded 10 cents.

A CONVICT ON TRIAL, 


The Murder of Herman Braus by Bartea 
Smith. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisParcu. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 26.—A special 
jury was summoned in the Circuit Court this 
morning to try the case of the State vs, Bar- 
ton Smith, who was indicted for murder in 
the first degree for killing Herman Braun, 
July 15, 1890, both parties being convicts. The 
public was not informed of the killing untn 
several months had elapsed, when the Posr. 


DISPATCH correspondent learned the facts. 
It seems, however, that the prison Off 
cers had informed the Prosecutin Attorney 
immediately atterthe killing. Both men were 
employed in the new cell buliding, Braun 
belog in the first story and smith on the 
second.

NEW METHODS ADOPTED. 

‘'IT have been engaged in expert work during 
the past four months from Mexico to Montana, 
end have talked with a great many mining 
men in regard to what they intend to do 
during the present year. Nearly all see that 
they have, in developing new properties, been 
acting oh a wrong principle, but the peculiar- 
ity of the situation isthat the plans followed 
in the northern part of the inining region are 
applicable tothe southern, and vice versa. 
Had the too districts made an exchange of 
ideas three or four years ago, both 
would have been better off than 
they are to-day. I went pretty thoroughly 
through the Northern States of Mexico, and 


as far north as Lacatecas, and examined care- 
fully intothe manner In which the mines 
were managed. There is no doubt whatever 
that the curse of the Mexican mineral in- 
dustry has been the wayin which investors 
baverun after abandoned mines, and sunk 
their money in them. American investors 
have foliowed the example of the English fu 
this respect with disastrous results. The 
Northern and West Central mountain regions 
of Mexico are fairly honeycombed with aban- 
doned thafts, most of them filled with 
water. In regard to nearly everyone of 
them there are traditions of great wealth, 
which can be regained if the mines ere freed 
from water and worked on modern princi- 

les. :

„Two reasons are geuerally given for their 
abandonment, either inability of the former 
owners to control the water, or the fact 
that Indian raids or political revolutions 
drove the workmen off. Either story to 
prove sufficient to cause Investors to go wild 
about the property, to pay a bigh Ogure for it, 
and to invest large sums in machinery to 
pump the water out, and to handle the ore 
that would be mined. In scarcely a single 
Instance have these efforts been crowned with 
success. People are now recognizing the 
fact that a mide that is abandon by Men- 
cans will yield little profit to anyone cise. 
Labor saving machinery is of litde value when 
the labor saved is so cheap as it ie in Mexico, 
and experience bas taught miners that 
the old-fasbionedfjarasra process, while very 
slow, and requiring theemptoyment of a large 
number of men, got about all thes!

NORTHWESTERN PROPECTS. 

If the Mexican ground has not been exam- 
ined closely enough, in the Northwest over- 

rospecting bas been the order of the day. 
n Dakota, Montana, Idaho and Colorado 
there are scores of mines that have shown 
good indications, but which have been aban- 
doned because of the lack of working capital. 
Instead of buying these, and for a small price 
getting the result of a large expenditure, in- 
vestors have as a rule avolded abandoned 
properties and bought prospects. If the 
Mexican scheme of buying developed 
properties nad been pursued, the 
mineral output of this country would have 
been far greater than it Is. There is no doubt 
that there are many mines now lying idle 
which would pay handsomely if handied with 
adequate capital. The investment in this 
line, especiaily in Montana, has been very 
heavy this spring, and by next year the re- 
suits will be seen ina largely increased out- 
put and many more paying properties.

_ BILL INVESTIGATES THE TEREDO NAVALIS 
WW eS AND SUCH. 


Chinooks — Polite: Woodcntters — The 
Worm That Bores and Ia Nota Worm, 
but a Moliusk and a Teredo—Thoughts 
That Travel Bring Up.

NE of the bright pict- 
ures of the future cher- 
ished by the people of 
Seattle is that of a fine 
navy yard at Lake 
„Washington, a beauti- 
ful sheet of water 
twenty-six miles long 
and averaging four 
miles in width. It algo 
has a good and suffi- 
cient depth forthe anchorage of the Great 
Eastern anywhere through its entire length. 
There is already a log canal connecting it 
with the land through Union Lake, and it 
would not be a big job to make a ship canal, 
as the lake is but a few feet higher than Puget 
Sound and the ground easily worked without 
The chief ‘advantage of a fresh 
is that the 
teredo or ship worm, the pest of all warm salt 
waters and especially of Puget Sound, would 
doe eliminated. Large bills for naval vermi- 
fuge would thus be rendered unnecessary and 
fronclads especially would become less 

porous. 


Studying the Teredo. 

Thefteredo isoneof the genus of ace- 
phalous, testaceous moliusks that bore and 
pengtrate the bottoms of ships and other 
submersed wood. Theship worm belongs to 
afamily of ‘conchiferous or lamelli branchi- 
ates. Theylare not, strictlyjspeaking, worms 
atall, asthey havethe true molluscan or- 
ganization and the elongation ofthe body is 
simply due to the excessive protraction back- 
ward to the siphonal tubes, which thus 
give us a long wasted mollusk, vul- 
garly called a worm..If I do not make 


myself perfectly clear, or if I use words 
which bother or cdnfusethe scientist, I hove 
he will not beat all backward about coming 
to me for abn explanation. 

The abdominal or shell covered portion of 
the animal is comparatively small, and 
according to Theodore Gill is almost sub- 
giobuiar. The siphonal portion is, in propor- 
tion, extremely long and wormlike. 

The description of this bird increases in in- 
terest as we proceed, and a word or two 
further regarding this little acephalous 
testaceous moliusk, which patiently goes 
to work to sink a great ship, may 
not be entirely out of place at this time, for 
I am not radically opposed to facts in the ab- 
tract, It is only the abnormal, protracted 
and chronic use of facts that 1 deprecate and 
deplore. 

The family of Teredinidaw, to which the ship 
worm belongs, have siphons that are united 
for the greater part of their length, but free 
towards thelr ends, and these are armed with 
two peculiar elongated sheily appendages 
called styles cr siphonal paliettes. | 

The teredo does not care for social recogni- 
tion, but devotes its life to this great task. 
With no appetite for club life, yet ignoring its 
marital relutions and negiigent of domestic 
responsibilities, the teredo gives up its whole 
existence to mistaken and ill-advised efforts 

to damage the commerce of the world. 

In ins family the mantle is well developed, 
Its lobes united excepfat the pedal opening, 
reflected behind over the valves of the shell 
and developed above into lobe-like expan- 
sions, which are reflected over the hinges 
of the shell and serve to keep the 
vaives in place. The gills are large and 
extend far into the siphonal portion. The 
mouth is provided with palpi and it has a 
sweet breath likethat of a clover fed cow. 
The foot is subcylindrical and suckerlixe, 
witha follaceous margin, moderately pro- 
tractive and wellsupplied with nerves. The 
shell is composed of two equal valves of pe- 
culiar form. 

The family Includes the teredo, the nansi- 
tora, the kuphess, the calobates, the xylo- 
trya, the uperotus and the lyrodus, all of 
whom are highly connected. On entering the 
navy the teredo family’s motto is ‘‘Ever On- 
ward and Upward,’’ and though at times he 
is a bore, the teredo retains his hold on soci- 
= aretired pugilist who has married 
wei. 

The teredo navalis, as we call him in scien- 
tific circles, does his boring and destructive 
work by means ofthe armature of the valvos 
already described, and vet Prot. E. Percival 
Wright verv trathfully says that the ship 
worm is no armature at this business, 

The sexes of the teredo family are unequal- 
ly divided, there being about twenty males to 
one female. The latter lays its eggs in the 
months of June and July, in large quantities. 
Sea sickness never interferes with her plans. 

To remove ship worms bathe the bottom of 
the ship every morning in hot borax water, 
rinse thoroughly in tepid, distilled water, 
wipe dry with a coarse crash towel, and then 
smear thoroughly with creosote oil. This 
should be kept up for at least a fortnight, aft- 
er which it will be found thatthe worms are 
so stupefied that they may be readily re- 
moved from their holes by means of a nut- 

ick. 

» In preparing the above interesting descrip- 
tion of the Teredo, l am indebted for vaiuable 
suggestions to the Natural History of 
the Tereda, y E. Percival 
Wright, vol. xxvi.; Monograph of the 
Family Teredh, by G. W. Tryon, and a 
littie brochure by EK. HI. Baumbauer, entitled 
„Sur le Taret et les Moyens de preseiver les 
Bois de ses Degats,’’ or words to that et- 
fect. 

Seattle cut 100,000,000 feet of lumber last 
year and had to import a lot more for its own 
use, and yet it costs 3100 an acre to clear off 
‘and destroy the beautiful timber that now 
stands on what are the lots and additions to 
the city. I: saw a pine tree growing in the 
park that was forty-four feet in circumfer- 
ence six feet from the ground. Many others 
near it were about as large. 

Most every stranger thinks the snow must 
have been very deep in Washington in winter 
beeause the stumps are so high, some of them 
being cut off eight or ten feet above the 
ground, but that is not so. 1 legrned very 
early that this pine is extremely pitchy at the 
base or butt, so much so as to be practical

CONCERNING SHOES, 


Why Your Heel or the Sole Wears Away 
Unevenly. 


The heal ot the shoe seldom wears aways 
evenly across the bottom. Generally it wears 
off on the outer side first, causing the shoe to 
run downonthbatside. This is sometimes 
the fault of the shoe, but more often it results 
from the shape ofthe leg andthe manner of 
walking, says a writer in the Shoe and Leather 
Keporter. When the outline of the sole does 
not conform to the outline of the foot, there 


will be more or less strain brought to bear up- 
on the formerin walking. The foot will 
constantly be trying to assume its proper 
position, and in the end will force the 
sole to yield, thus inclining bothit and the 
upper towards one side or the other. 

Fregentiy the manner in which both sole 
and heel are worn away isthe result of the 
weurer's mode of walking. For instance, the 
man who is bow-legged, naturaliyv, treads 
first, in walking, on the outer side of the sole. 
The effect of this will be to wear off that side 
in advance of the other parts. With the man 
whose knees turn inward—what is termed as 
knock kneed—the effect will be the opposite. A 
man whois below the medium height almost 
aiways takes longer steps in proportion to his 
size than one who is taller than the average, 
for the reason, probably, that the shorter

A row of stel nails driven in that part of 
the heel which first feels the effect of wear is 
the usual remedy for these irregularities, but 
in bad cases it will be found to be a benefit to 
trim the side of the heel which first wears 
away nearly straight up and down; this, by 
allowing more leather on that side, will re- 
tard, to a great degree, its wear. 

Steel nalis at the back edge ofthe heels are 
economical as to leather, but when closely sct 
and smoothly worn they are a source of dans 
ger tod pedestrians but littie less than the 
banana peel on the sidewalk. Instances of 
narrow escapes from sprains are frequentiy 
seen in which the foot, while striking the back 
edge of the heel in rapid walking, slides un- 
controllably forward, leaving long scratches 
on the smooth flagging to show the result. 
The longer the stepthe more danger there is 
from this cause. A few nails, set at greater 
distances apart, would insure safety by fur- 
nishing more surface of leather, and, conse- 
quently, more friction for contact with 
smooth pavements.

WRECK OF THE ONEIDA. 


A SHIP GOES DOWN WITH SEVENTY-SEVEN 
CHINAMEN ON BOARD. 


The Vessel Wrecked on Hennin’s Rock 
April 26—Thomas Sheehan, a Bridge 
Jumper, Drowned—A Pleasure Yacht 
Sunk by the Steamer Aurania—Twe 
Men Drowned—A Premature Explosion 
—Death by Dynamite. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal,, May 26.—Capt. ander- 
son of the ship Oneida arrived here last night 
onthe schooner Mary Kimball. He reports 
that his ship was wrecked April 26 on Hen- 


nine’s Rock, Lanck Island, in Behring Sea. 
and seventy-seven Chinamen lost. ‘he 
Oneida had on board 110 Chinese and forty- 
five white men, nearly all of whom were 
on their way to a salmon cannery on 
Lanck Island. On the afternoon of April 
96, when the Oneida had nearly reachad: 
her destination, Capt. Anderson stated he 
made a run of about fifty miles to clear the 
southwest point ofthe island. He could not 
see on account of a heavy fog. He put back 
about three miles, expecting to pass on the 
opposite side ofthe point. Instead, the ves- 
sel struck on Hennins’ rock, on the south 
end oftheisiand. A heavy sea was on, and 
inashorttime the Oneida was a total wreck. 
The remaining Chinese were certainly 
drowned, as they have not since been heard 
of. The Oneida had on board a plant for fish- 
ing and running asalmon cannery which was 
to have been erected onthe island. She was 
built in Maine in 1866, was of 1,300 tons burden 
and was owned by Leon Sloss. 


Death by Dynamite, 


MANSFIELD, O., May 26.—A terrific stogm 
struck Mansfield Saturday night, and loss of 
lite was consequent upon the lashings of 
lightning. The Charles block in Lucas, six 


six miles east of the city, was struck and was 
entirely consumed by fire. The building was 
occupied by a hardware and general mer- 
chandise store. About fifty pounds of dyna- 
mite which was stored in the place exploded. 
Two men were kllled and about twenty-five 
were injured. The killed were John Smith 
and Jeremiah James. Their bodies were 
inangled beyond recognition. Both were 
married and leave widows and families. 
Among the seriously injured are Joseph 
Hanna, D. Russell, John Gallagher and F. 
Myers. The estimated loss is $8,000. 


A Bridge Jumper Drowned. 


AMSTERDAM, N. T., May 2.—Thomas 
Sheenan, aged 22, was drowned here yester 
day morning. Sheehan, with several other 
young men, was crossing the bridge over the 
Mohawk River, when one ofthe other men 
dared Sheehan to jump from the bridge into 
the river, sixty feet below. Sheehan immedi- 
ately pulled off his coat, mounted the railing 
and jumped. Hesankin the water, rose to 
the surface again, and swam a short distance, 
when he was apparently overcome * cramps 
and sank. Hig body has not yet been re- 
covered, 


Crushed by a Steamboat. 


NEw YORK, May 26.—As the steamship Au- 
rania was entering the upper bay on her way 
to her North River dock, she collided with the 
little steam pleasure launch Yeada, on which 


were her owners, who had sailed from Port 
Morris afew minutes before, on her way to 
Newark Bay. The sharp stem of the big ocean 
steamer struck the tiny launch opposite the 
boiler and smashed herasifshe were an erg 
shell. Allon board the Yeada were thrown 
into the water, and although the Aurania’s 
crew rendered all possible a@istance two of 
them, Henry C. Biel, aged 32, and bis brother, 
Charies Biel, aged 25, were drowned. The 
other men were with difficulty dragged on 
board the Auranla. 


A Premature Explosion. 


BIRMINGHAM, Conn., May 26.—In the village 
of Shelton, on Saturday, while the selection 
ofa site for a new post-office building was 
being celebrated, a cannon exploded prema- 


turely. Two men named Kendrick and Ben- 
nett were very seriously injured. Chas. Jones, 
John Larkins and James Shorrock were badly 
burt in their faces, and it is feared that all 
these were made blind.

New Tonk. May 26.—The steamer Thing-

VOTING IN JAPAN. 


Curious Election Laws, and How They Are 
Carried Out. 


From the New York Tribune. 

The first Parliamentary elections under 
Japan's new constitution have been set for 
July 1. and the world will then see the curi- 
ous spectacie of this conservative and 
gesthetic people exercising forthe first time 
the right of popular suffrage. An elaborate 
code of regulations has been promulgated for 
the management of the elections, which in 
these days of ballot-reform agitation may be 


of interest to the electors of other lands. 
This code is supplementary to one issued 
simultaneously with the Constitution in which 
the general scheme was laid down, the details 
being reserved for the subsequent law. It was 
provided by the former that, for the purpose 
of returning members, the administrative 
division of the Empire into cities and pre- 
fectures should be taken as a basis, each city 
and prefcture being subdivided into election 
districts on the principle of equal representa- 
tion, as faras possible, for equal numbers of 
the popuiation. Thus Toklo returns twelve 
members and Osaka ten out of 300. The quali- 
fications for electors are that they must be 
Japanese subjects and havo attained the full 
age of 25 years before the day of voting; also 
that they must have their permanent resi- 
dence in the electoral district, and have 
actually resided there for not less than one 
year previous to the date of preparing the 
register. The property qualification is high. 
An elector must pay in land or income tax at 
least $15 a year, so that to exercise the fran 
chisé a man must possess either land of the 
taxable value of $600 or an annual income of 
$1,000. In the case of land, the voter must 
have been paying the tax for a full period of 
one year, and in the case of income for a full 
period of three years, before the day on which 
the register ie made up. 

The most interesting features of the system, 
however, are the arrangements provided for 
securing free and orderly voting and honest 
returns. Entranceto the polling places will 
be granted only to qualified voters who have 
previously obtained tickets indicating their 
right. Should there bea considerable crowd 
at any place the electors wiil be required to 
vote in regular order according tothe num- 
bers on their entrance tickets. There will be no 
ballot boxes in the ordinary sense of the term. 
Each elector will give his name to the presiding 
official,the head man ofthe district, with whom 
areto be associated not less thantwo and 
not more than five witnesses, nominated by 
him. Having compared the name with the 
electoral list, the headman will hand a voting 
paper to the elector, who will be required to 
inscribe thereon the name of the person he 
votes for, together with bis own name and 
residence, and to affix hisstamp. The voting 
paper will then be placed in a receptacle hav- 
ing two lids, each fitted with a different key, 
one key being in the custody of the headman, 
the other in that of the witnesses. The poll- 
ing being over, the box will be shut and for- 
wardeds in charge of one or more of the wit- 
nesses, to the district office of the place of 
polling. There it is to be opened by the chair- 
man of election, with whom will be associ- 
ated a committee of not less than three and 
not more than seven, chosen from among the 
witnesses assembled from the different voting 
places. The chairmen, like the superintending 
officers at the various voting booths, are to 
be local oflleials, who owe their offices to the 
votes of the people themselves under the 
regular system of local government. Not 
until the names of the persons elected are 
communicated by the chairman to the Goy- 
ernor or prefect will the officials of the central 
Government have any connection with the 
business. The greatest interest in these ar- 
rangements is taken by the Japanese, who 
manifest an almost childlike delight at the 
prospect of voting.

Laying Pipes Under Water. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

A civil engineer at Watertown, N. Y., lately 
accomplished ina very simple, cheap and ex- 
peditious way what is usually a difficult and 
expensive operation—the laying of a long line 


of pipe in deep water. He had occasion to 
lay nearly 1,000 feet of suction pipe at Rouse’s 
Point. The water was needed for manufact- 
uring purposes, and as it was found that the 
water near the shore was more or less impure, 
it was necessary to place the inlet acon- 
siderable distance out into the lake. 
lie purchased for the purpose a 
steel pressure pipe of eight-inch diameter, 
Plugging the end of the first length, he pushed 
it out on the surface of Lake Champlain, and 
connected the second length; pushing this out 
in turn until the whole line was coupled. It 

then presented the unusual spectacle of a line 

of eight-inch pressure pipe nearly 1,000 feet 

long, floating with a displacement of only 34% 

inches of its diameter. When the requisite 

length had been connected the line was towed 

to position, the plug at the end removed and 
the pipe sank easily in 16% feet of water with- 

out breaking a joint or reesivying any injury. 

No buoys or floags were used in the operation, 

and no apparatus of any kind. The pipe is 
now in us@ as the suction of a steam pump, 

and gives perfect satisfaction.

DETAILS KEPT SECRET FOR FIFTEEN YEARS 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT. © 


The Killing of Mrs. Louisa M. Pettigrew, 
„Old snuffy, at Portsmouth, N. H., in 
1875—Queer Confession of an Alleged 
Witness te the Tragedy—Statements of 
the Authorities. 


By Telerranh to the Post-Dispaton. 

PoRTsMOUTH,N. H., May 26.—The details ofa 
strange murder case which have been kept se- 
ret for fifteen years, and which ranks with 
the great murder mysteries of the country, 
have just been made public. A few persons 
havefor fifteen years carried the secret of 
the crime in the hope that their silence would 
lead the murderer toreveal in some way bis 
identity. For that reason the story has never 
been published. At this late date a letter has 
come from a man who arrived upon the scene 
of the crime just after the murderer had fled, 
but who has since kept silent for fear of being 
implicated. The confession is given verbatim 
as follows: 

„take my pen in hand to tell something 
thatihave had on my mind for ny years 
and it makes me feel bad so i tell ow and 
get it off my mind. i don’t know that it will 
do eny good to tell it now but i must tell it so 
it wont bother me eny more. Thare wasa 
murder committed in Portsmouth N. H. along 
time that they never found out Ii mean the 
polise. it was in 1875 for i well recollect that i 
Was thare that year. it was an oid woman 
called goodner or gardner,as near as / can 
remember, an’ she was burnt. but 
that did not kill her, for she 
wae murdered. i doant know just 
-how she was murdered fore i did uot see her 
murdered. ididentkill her, for if 1 did 1 
wouldent say nothing now or never. it was 
a Saler that was there atthe time, fore i see 
him that night, but i dident see him kill or 
murder the woman, but he was the man which 
killed her. Iwill tell Jou what! know about 
this terribel crime that neerly frose my blood. 
iknow my duty was to tell itthen, but I was 
afrade it might be believed I was the one 
which did the teribel thing andi dident want 
to be locked up and perhaps have my 
neck stretched for something 1 dident 
do. One night, i think it was 
about 8:30 o’clock, i was trying to find my 
way to whare was lodging anditurned up a 
littel narrer street, but it wasemt the right 
one asiwas not well acquainted. just asi 
got to alittel house it was dark, butisaw a 
man that looked like a sailer come out of the 
house fast and clime over a fence. i thought 
that was funny for a man to do, seeing it was 
night and he could come into the street. he 
had something over one arm which bothered 


him, but he got over the fence slick, just like

i saw I was on the rong street and i turned to 
po around and go back when isaw a flash of 
fire in the littel house the sallorcame out ot. 
i thought it was fire an iran in without think- 
ing to put it out on the spurr of the moment, 
my god i wish i hadent fer i wouldent be rit- 
ing this now, i seen an old woman setting ona 
beach and she was dead with her eyes stick- 
ing out and her clothes burning if she was 
alive i would have put her out but she was 
dead and I was scared ani ran out as quick as 
icould, i got home all right an a cuppie 
of days after i saw in the paper 
that the woman was murdered and her money 
Stole, i gotscared ani went out west to work 
an just got back and i hope some time the 
murderer will get cotand get hun this is 
alll know so help me «od can't sign my 
name nor where lam but I hope tue murderer 
will get cot but 1 guess there is not much show 
now.’’ 

The tragedy to which the writer refers was 
the most mysterious murder of Mrs. Louisa u. 
Pettigrew, of thiscity, on the evening of May 
20,1875. ‘he victim was an aged woman who 
lived alone, She was smothered with a pillow 
by the murderer, while in bed. The body 
was then piaced on a bench and 
her clothes set on fire. The murderer secured 
$900, which wae the motive forthe deed. He 
made his escape, leaving nociew. Two men 
were suspected of the crime, both being 
neighbors, but no arrests were ever made. 
Mrs. Pettigrew was known generally as Old 
Snuffy’’ Gardner and was a resident here for 
at least half a century, although it is belleved 
that she originally cametrom Massachusetts, 
as atter her death relatives came here from 
Cambridge. She was one of the 
quaint characters of the city, and 
was widely known. The cognomen of 
**Snuffy’’ was derived, nottbrough the habit 
of using snuff,’’ though she may have done 
so. but because she spoke haif of words 
tbrough her nose instead of her mouth. For 
years she kept aschoolfor small children, a 
Sort of kindeigarten, in the little old house in 
which: she lived on Blossom street in the 
south end ofthe city. Coroner John E. Rider 
of this city had charge of the case at tie time, 
and made as thorough an investigation of it 
as was possible then. After holding an in- 
quest he was satisficd that a foul crime had 
been committed, andit was he who secured 
detectives to make an 

INVESTIGATION OF THE CASE. 

„The facts in this murder were ‘never made 
known,’’ sald Mr. Rider, because Attorney 
Frick and myself agreed that it would be bet- 
ter to keep thelr secret in the hope that some- 
thing might develop later which would prove 
sufficient to convict the murderer. The gen- 
e impression prevailed at the time that the 
old lady had been murdered, but we were the 
only ones, with the exception of a few other 
oficials, who were positively convinced of it. 
Not a doubt existed in our minds, I gques- 
tion greatly whether even now I ought 30 
unfold the secrets of the investigatio 
but upon second thought, I do 
not see what harm can come from 
itatthis distant day, especially in view of 
this confession. A tew minutes after 9 o’ clock 
ov the evening of May 20, 1875, E. M. Odion, 
who still resides here, called at ‘Snuffy’ 
Gardner's house. and knocked at the front 
door, which was usually kept locked. There 
were no lights to be seen, but this Was not 
strange. There was no answer to Odion’s 
yepeated knocks, whereupon he tried the 
door. He was surprised to findit slightiy 
ajar and was startled upon pushing it open 
to be enveloped in a cloud of smoke of a 
most peculiar odor. Instantly he rushed in 
ana went directly to the rear room 
where ‘Snuffy’ eee Harriely he felt over 
the bed for the old lady. He foundit 
tumbled up but no one on it. He went tothe 
mantie-piece and lighted a lamp, Then ne 
discevered the dead body of Mrs. Gardner 
lying in a heap upon the floor near the stove. 
Kelieving that she had been accidentally 
-burned to death he ran out and notified a 
neighbor, William Smart, and others. Soon

bly, is the bundle referred to in the confessio 
aa having been seen under the arm of th 
stranger who scaled the fence. Two men wer 
individually suspected of having committe 
the crime, These were George W. Brackett, 
who lived onthe sume street, and ben W. 
Odion. In the case of the latter the suspicion 
arose only because of his familiarity with 
the house and the habits and affairs 
of the old lady. It was learned 
that some two months previous to the 
murder she had drawn. out $932 from 
the Portsmouth Savines Bank, where Mrs. 
Gardner had it on deposit in the name of Mary 
Kenney. Odion made no secret of t after 
the murder or before, so far asknown. He 
had been in the habit of drawing small sums 
for her all along, and he withdrew the whole 
avcount upon ‘Snoffy’s’ repeated request. 
She had given him the bank book four months 
previous to her death, taking it from between 
the liming of her skirt, where she kept it. 
Odion kept the money for some time before 
he gave it to her, and when he did so, on May 
4, he took no receipt. He said that he 
did not know -where she put the money. 
But he cleared his skirts by proving 
an alibi, as Stephen Person testified 
that he was in his store from 7 until 9 o’ clock 
on the evening ofthe murder and that he did 
not leave until the latter hour. Furthermore 
it was not necessary for him to kill tne old 
lady forthe money. All he bad to do wus to 
keep it and say that he had given it to her. 
It was quite evident to the authorities that the 
murderer must have been known to the vie- 
tim and furthermore that he must have been 
aware that she had money in her possession. 
Had he been a strunger the murderer could 
not, have got into the house nor 
would he have committed the crime at 
that particular time. Who also knew about 
the money beside Mr. Odion? As far as could 
be learned there was only one and that was 
Brackett, who lived on the other side of the 
street from ‘Snuffy,’ three doors above. He 
admitted to Coroner Rider that Mrs. Gardarer 
had told him that Mr. Odion had

for her, but this was a week or so before her 
death. On the day of the tragedy Brackett 
went fishing. He returned home at about 4 
o’ clock, did not go out again and swore he 
went te bed ats o’clock. His wife corrobo- 
rated this and said the time was 8:05 when he 
retired. Brackett heard noiges of conversation 
in the night, but did not wake up enough and 
was not curious enough to get up und see 
whatit was all about. He knew nothing of 
the murder, he said, until the next morning. 
There has always been u question as to whether 
he did or did not go out that night. ‘Snuffy’ 
Gardner must have been wurdered at about 8 
o’clock in the evening. Two of the most 
reputable men in the city swore that on the 
evening of the murder they met Brackett and 
another man on Newcastle street, not far 
from the scene of the tragedy, at 8:80. 
Brackett denied this, but said he did 
meet them several nights previous to 
that at another place about6 o’clock. George 
Brackett is now dead. A mysterious 
stranger also appeared in connection with 
this unfathomed crime. A Mr. Robert Lougee 
introduced him. He said he knew of a stran- 
ger who conie from Boston who was in the 
habit of going to Mrs. Gardner’s, and that 
once he saw Limexhibita 820 bill. Knowing 
thatthe man was not inthe habit of having 
much money, be asked him where he got it, 
He replied, I've made a raise.’ He had just 
come from Snuffy's, but this was before the 
murder, sometwo weeks. This man, whose 
name does not appear, however, had been in 
the city abouttwo months. Noone but Mr. 
Lougee seemed to know anything 
about such a person. That is the story of one 
of the most mysterious murders which has 
ever been committed inthe Granite State. 
The anonymous letter throws very little light 
upon the mystery. 

It does not bring us any nearer the sotu- 
tion now than we were before, continued 
Coroner’ Rider. The man evidently 
knew something about the crime. One pe- 
cullar thing about it is the mentioning of a 
sailor. It is a fact that a few of us officials 
had an ideathat asallor might have done it, 
2 there was nothing to show that it was a 
sailor.’’
